GOLD ALL ALONG 

THE yPPER PELLY 



David Sabin an Old-Timer Says 
Much of it is Very 
Coarse. 



Dawson, July 0. — David Siibin, nn 
old timer who has spent tlie last three 
winters on the upper Pclly and is about 
to return there on the stennier Pros- 
pcciiu', tells a, fascinating 8t<)ry of find- 
ing gold all along the upper tributaries 
of the;big stream and on the Pelly liars 
proper. He says: 

"It' niny seem to some here that the 
Pelly is a small country, and tliat it 
could be prospected in a day, but sucli 
is far from the case. The Pclly water- 
shed in itself ; comprises an empire liifi 
as the homelands of several of llic lOu- 
ropeaii powers. It is -100 miles from the 
month of Ihc Polly to Iloole canyon, 
and that is only two-thirds of the 
length of the navigable portion of the 
Peliy rivl'r. Steamers could run at 
leasi 12UI) miles aliove lloole canyon 
could Ihey only get above llie canyon. 

"Steamers can get witliia half a 
miles of llie navigable waters above 
Iloole canyon. The canyon is two or 
lliree miles long, hut makes n hend so 
thai llie upper end is only half a mile 
from the iow(>r via direct portage 
across a narrow neiJc of Iniid. hiveii 
afli'r gelling above liie Pelly river's 
sirelcli of 200 miles of good waier 
iiliove llie canyon one iiiighl lind thai 
a small sleaiiier could iiavignle niueli 
farllier. The I'tarniigMii river is a large 
branch, ami ihe main lu-andi, running 
up to n long cliain of lakes in tlie re- 
gion wliere Hudson bay posls (Uico 
were maintained, is in the line of the 
iianirai watershed coiirse to fho sum- 
mit of the Rockies near the same 
source from which tlie Liqrd begins 
winding its tortuous course ' down the 
other side of the Rockies on its way to 
the Arctic ocean via the llncken/.io 
river. 

I "There is not a stream tributary to 
the Pelly near Hoole canyon or above 
it on whicli when prospecting 1 failed 
lo find gold, and 1 have' covered hun- 
dreds of llie streams. 

"Some plac'cs wiiere 1 prospected 
u'ood results were obtained, lull no inie 
has yet loc.-ited big pay in that country. 

II seems lo ine from tlie geneinl scal- 
teriiig of gold tliroiighout the rcginn 
lloil siniiewhere in the iippe:' valley 
lliere should be a big gold iimip locat- 
ed. 

••'I'lie most logical localily for llie 
.r,,\t\ to lie found ill large i iiia ii I i I ics, 
SI, fnr as I have inired the iiinlter, is 
Iowa 111 the head of Ihe Iloole river. I 
have |iros|ieclcil on the bar jil the 
fool of Iloole canyon, and have Inken 
mil as high as .'jJlO a djiy there with a 
rocker, and have not overworked my- 
self doing that. iSoine of the gold is 
conise. I found one piece weigliiiig 
.■>;i.."i(i. (!ood bars for such work can be 
found ill a number of places near the 
canyon and elsewhere along (ho upper 
I'clly. There is no end of good lookint: 
gravel in the .vicinity, and I sliould 
Kny it is an inviting held for ihe pros- 
pective dredger man. Above the can- 
yon in pai'tlcnlar I know of what looks { 
iiko good dredging bars." 



Ct. M. Brown, a mining man who ar- 
rived with .v. Kilgriii, on the steamer 
Camosnn from the growing mining:

DECISION WAS IRREVOCABLE.
